up In good health ami spirits when 
the time for activity arrives. 
It is un­ 
derstood tnni he lu> ctrap!led most of 
bin speeches during the summer, for 
he can't remain idle even while he is 
rusticating. 
( hair man Harry Smith 
of the county committee will try to ar­ 
range to have Senator Reveridge open 
the campaign here, and for Senator 
Fairbanks to close it the night before 
the election. 
Chairman Lyons of the 
speakers' bureau says that J. Frank 
Ilanly will close his canvass the night 
before election at his home at Lafay­ 
ette. 
John \\ 
Kern, his Democratic 
opponent, will close at Brookville. 


There are indications that the trou­ 
bles of the two wings of the Populist 
party 
in 
getting together amicably 
are only beginning. The middle-of-the- 
road leaders thought they had execut­ 
ed a clever coup when they nominated 
a number of fusionists on their state 
ticket, but the fusionists are going 
right 
ahead 
with 
preparations 
for 
their state convention Sept. 15, and 
Secretary aledert says they will have 
a crowd that will make the inld-road- 
ers seem insignificant. 
But worse 
still for the raid-roaders, Leroy Tem­ 
pleton, their nominee for governor, 
promises to give them trouble. 
He 
was nominated without his knowledge 
and he may refuse to run. 
It is inti­ 
mated. however, that he will wait till 
the fusionists make up their minds 
bbfore he steps aside, for if they want 
to indorse him it is probable that he 
will stick. 
With their old custom of 
taking a rosy view of the situation, 
the mid-road leaders are expressing 
confidence that their ticket will poll 
nearly. 100,000 votes. 
Anyone who 
knows the history of the Populist party 
in this state will not be caught by 
such statements, for the party never 
polled more than 33,000 in the hey-dey 
of its glory. 
Under the circumstances 
It is believed that it will not only have 
difficulty in getting on the ticket, but 
that it won’t poll over 2,000 votes. 


A prominent politician 
made the 
somewhat surprising statement here 
today that the Democrats can’t carry 
Marion county unless they have $ 100,- 
000 at their disposal. 
He said that 
they ought to have at least $250 to the 
precinct to win. 
Ordinarily $100,000 
seems a large amount to expend in 
carrying one county, but when it is 
considered that the control of the leg­ 
islature and the election of two United 
States senators hinges on the result, 
here, it will probably not seem so 
large.

It would mean

in the history of the state.

ocrats will have to have a large fund, 
as the Rep iblieans have the natural 
advantage of a p! iral ty of about 2,500 
and they have aiv. a; s had a Juicy cam­ 
paign Find to help oui. 
It looks now 
as if t h*» campaign lu re is to he one 
of the hardest fo.ight in Indiana in 
many years. 


The Prohibitioxtet* promise to give 
the old party leaders more worry than 
ever before. 
They are going about 
things in a more 
businesslike way 
than ever before, and while there is no 
possible chance for them to win, they 
are playing politics with a shrewd 
hand. 
Charles Newlln, 
their 
state 
chairman, has picked up a good many 
tricks of the political trade, and it 
would not be surprising if he should 
have a good organization. 
He is now 
preparing to take a thorough poll of 
the state—something the party has 
never attempted before. 
An organiza­ 
tion is being made In as many pre­ 
cincts as possible. 
The candidates 
are speaking day and night, and com­ 
paratively the Prohis are more active 
than either of their opponents. 
Some 
of them are claiming they will poll 
100,000 votes. 
Republican and Demo­ 
cratic leaders, however, say that 20,- 
000 is a high estimate.
